rations. 1 always believed Ills eccentricities to 
Ira assumed Iss-ause they were such palpable 
contra.li.'tioiui of all that he saw alsiut him, 
of all he learned of his unusual attrition with 
men of the world, lie was proud of the 
oddity lie prosciiUsl. It gratified him to Ira 
pointed out a* |*vullnr, a* distinct in hi* per- 
uonulity from his fellows. An evidence of 
weakmws you think ? Why certainly an cvl- 
dence of weakness in one of the greatest, one 
of the grandest men known to American 
history, lie would have been a brave man 
who i lured pronounce Horace Greeliy insane

criminal twitch - who were trutis|Hirh*l from 
tho mother country to lio penal slaves in tho 
fields of heartless, nnd mostly atnentec, inas- 
ters, t s<.-R|N«l into the refuge of tlio moun- 
tain-.. and, animated by a despairing lmpe of 
freedom, si night the most inaci* ssitile biding 
places. 

To the escaped convict, trembling under 
tlio remenibrauee of anmstir's lash mid will- 
ing to dare nny native danger to '*Ncn|« the 
slavery ho had fled the approarh of another 
refugee was as full of terror ns of comfort. 
The runaway felon could trust nnlmdy; or 
perhaps, h>- had n brand tqioii Iil* forehead to 
hide from isii ious eyes, and wherever he made 
bis home it was kept remote from neighbor- 
ship, and made a* uninviting il* (lossihle to 
adventurous or suspicious eye*. There U 
little doubt that aiuoug the tirst settler* of 
tlm mountain* were these British convlcte 
sold into slavery to the American plantations, 
and condemned to a life of lulsu ious servi- 
tude, which they only escaped bv such hard* 
ships a* could tempt no freeman. Tho frc4 
pioneer nnd the woodsman pushisl on across 
the mountain* or through the |ia.«*>s and 
clrarxsi for himself an empire and gardenia 
fertile Kentucky nnd middle Tennessee, or 
sought the softer uir aiul cotton lands of the 
Southern -rate*. The cscapod convict was 
afraid to venture in either direction, lest h* 
should rush into the hand.* of a former master 
or ovenraer, w h< > would i lentify and re -enslave 
him. 

Ho, with that last instinct for personal free- 
dom (hat has always (XMeeswsl the Caucasian 
race in ev ry land, ho clung to the mountains 
of lii* refuge, ws'uro in his solitude and get- 
ting hi* |s'u>v in the impregnability of his re- 
treat It wa*. ( s'l Imps, an mhcrit.d instinct, 
therefore, that made the mouL-tulneers hat- 
negro slaver) us bitter a* tlie mast determined 
abolitionists of the north, and which led them 
by force of fate to join the Union armies 
when the civil war came on. The mountain 
regions not only furnished the northern armies 
thousands of soldiers but also maintained 
warm sympathy for the cause In the rear and 
front of th- Union hues, and it is not singu- 
lar, perlia|M, that they have continued in 
sympathy with tho Republican (>arty as in- 
stinctively a* has thecmanci|iated negro.— Y. 
E. Allison iu Southern Bivouac.

“At first 1 couldn’t inhale much, I nit by 
and by my lungs gathered strength, respira- 
tory cell* that hod long Iraen unused began to 
open and admit nature's life giving oxygen, 
and in a few months I was surprised at my 
own str-ngth and gool health, a* were my 
friends. Four times a day— for I rode home 
to dinner ami tiack again — I stood on the 
platform and inhaled as much of the air as 
(sswlhle. The weather made no difference to 
me— rain, cold, snow, hlwzard — for more than 
a year 1 haven't sat down in a railway coach 
Now I can draw a longer inhalation than any 
man I know, and a long inhalation simply 
means filling with air all of the cell* of the 
lungs, bringing the whole system into service, 
as it wen- amt I have no more fi-ar of con 
sumption. 1‘eople who work indoors, and 
who never, under oniinary circumstances, 
get their lungs more than half fllltsi with air, 
bad Iratter try my prescription It is a won- 
der."

SUGAR FROM COAL TAR. 

THE NEW PRODUCT THAT GREATLY 
INTERESTS THE TRADE. 

Curious Mo»y of lb# Discovery of “Sar- 

charlue'WA Sweet That It Nut Nuseep- 

tlhle to EfruientBllon-»The tnrtory la 

Germany. 

One of the most eminent and respected of 
the younger chemists of Europe. Alfred Gor- 
don Halnmon, a pupil of 1’aatcur, and an au- 
thority in the counsels of tho English scien- 
tific societies, spike to me on the subject the 
other day, and showed me a copy of The New 
York Journal of Commerce of Deo. 0, 
which contained n loading article decrying 
the new product. He assm-d me tliat he hail 
not the remotest interest in the fortunes of 
“saccharine," but at a chemist be luid hail in- 
terest enough in (be matter to go to the fac- 
tory at Magdeburg, study the processes 
thoroughly, and secure samples of tha article, 
both in its original state, ami ns applied to 
fruits, syriqis, and in tho making of sugar 
and candy. At his invitation I s|x'iit nn hour 
at his laboratory in Fenchurch avenue, and 
I can only hope that niy account of his 
conversation will I— as intelligible to scientists, 
sugar men, nml the public generally ns the 
talk itself was interesting aud instructive to 
me. 

To begin, it is a mistake to call ' saccha- 
rine,” or, ns it is scientifically known, ben- 
zoyl milphonic imidc, either an adulterant or 
nn unworthy chemical trick. It is a great 
scientific development— an honest product, 
possessing marvelous pmperti.-x Nona of 
there is injurious; some, as will !■* shown 
later on, are in the highest degree valuable, j 
It is an independent thing, to I- judged on 
Its own merits, and no more to be condemned 
because of its commercial effect on tho sugar 
industry than the electric light principle was 
to be set aside txx-ause it affected gas stocks. 

A CVKIOU8 STORY. 

The story of its discovery, like that of so 
many other now familiar secret* of science, 
is a curious one. A German chemist of dis- 
tinction limned Fohlberg went to America 
some tan years ago as an expert in a custom* 1 
case, which at the time attracted much atten- 
tion, and which he finally won for his client 
as 'against the United Htate* government. 
Fohlberg decided to remain in America, and 
went, I believe, to Johns Hopkins university, 
where he became connectixl with tho labora- 
tory. He devoted hlniaelf w holly to rreoarch , 
among coal tar products, or at l-avt marls 
this a specialty One evening, after long 
labor over a variety of these compound*, be 
went to taa neglecting, in hU haste, to wash 
his bamls. When be put his band to his 
mouth with his bread he noUrvxl a strange, 
pungent sweetneas, which came from • very - 
thing be touched. He ran back to the labors 
tory and, thrusting a finger into each of th* | 
numerous vemels, at last found the one j 
which kunl produ.*xl tha taste. Thus saccha- 
rine" waa discovered. It took a long tame and 
much hard study to learn the philo* >phy of 
this production; it has taken eight yiar* to 
reduce tho manufacture of it to a commercial 
basis. 

It was formerly supposed that tha physical 
quality o t *wsetn«*i was typified by th* 
carbo-hydrate*— that is, the sugars and 
thuae otorrhea which by chemical treatment 
are brought into th* group. But Fahlberg’* 
discovery does away with this old standard 
(metical y and acumlificaUy. It is JfiU times 
sweeter than the Lust can* sugar, equal to 
unity. What is more extraordinary, it differs , 
wholly in principle from all the carbo- 
hydrate group, that is, from all other known 
sugars— in not U mg susceptible to fermenta- 
tion. Every housewife knows bow pnm-rved 
fruit mi Ideas, bow jam molds, and bow yeast > 
ferments and spoils. AU these oiierationa are 
the result of the action of organisms fmxlmg 
on the Kiigar, heretofore an inse(>arable feat 
ure of all the swcotemng pris'emm. But you 
cannot produce fermentation in 1 saccharine. " 
To the contrary, it is powerfully preserva- 
tive— a quality it posneeee* in common with 
all the coal tar product*. Uf this I had some 
curious illustrations from the samples Mr. 
Holamon hod brought with him from Magde- 
burg. There were straw berries, for instance, 
put up over a year ago, which had never been 
cooked, and which preserved abaolutely their 
fla for of the garden. The jam had been 
bailed, but with the non -fermenting “aacchar- 
1a» n there was no boiling away, no neel of 
skimming, which with ordinary sugar in- 
volve* a loss of IU per cent. It is not neces- 
sary to s|>enk of other samples. Every one 
ran see what the effect must lie, in all throe 
.ines of production, of substituting for ordi- 
nary sugars a sweetening power which can- 
not ferment and which Is strongly preserva- 
tive. 

ANOTHER INTKUKNTINU ql’ALITT. 

Another novel and interesting quality of 
this new product is that it is strictly anti- 
diuls lic. It | wise* through the system al>- 
solutely untouched. German physicians are 
making much of this phase of the discovery, 
ami there has u I ready lierti extnhlixhed an 
iiide|>eiideut factory for the manufacture of 
anti-diutx-tic biscuits for the use of th* large 
clues of (intieuts to whom all sweetening hat 
heretofore liecn forbidden. On this point 
there seems to Is} no |sm«ihility of doubt. 1 
was shown copiist of the declarations of Pro- 
fessors Leyden, of the Berlin university; 
Htailcltnann, of tho Heidelburg university; 
Htut/er, of Bonn, and M<mbo and Aduceo. of 
Turin, all made upon (tersonal analyses, amt 
all highly commending the discovery as a 
gain, not only to commerce but to medical 
■cience. Professor Hlr Henry Howix', in a 
lecture Is ffore the Royal institute hero, has 
already d«*cribed the new compound us “the 
most remarkable of the many remark a Wo 
products of coal tar. ” 1 use tho w ord “com- 
pound” because “saccharine” is really a 
synthetic result, obtained by coalescing a 
number of substances upon the basis of a 
derivative from coal tar. 

The factory at Magdeburg, over which Mr. 
Halainon went, is a mammoth establishment, 
embracing with its wharfage on the Elbe, 
nearly a half square mile of ground. The 
machinery set up is of tho sort to delight a 
scientist's heart, and the inventions of Eng 
land, the United Htate*, Germany, Franca 
and Iluiwia have all contributed to it. When 
the start is made in February— the first de- 
liveries are mails in March— between **J0 and 
300 workmen will be employed. Mr. Hala- 
mon does not credit the statement of The 
Journal of Commerce that there have been 
efforts “To boat up capital in London and 
Antwerp." There are only four, or, at the 
most, five porners in the firm of Fahlberg, 
List & Co., no one of whom is an English- 
man. There is one Antwerp mun in the Ann. 
They have put ffi00,000 in the business, and 
this, so for from being a stock com|iony ad- 
venture, represents the faith of a few part- 
ners who have put their all into the buxi- 
nes*.— New York Time*.
